(t appears that on the British steamer 
Esme alda Captain Cullen, reaching Mavila 
in one of her: voyages from Hongkong, 
several packages of China tobacco and joss- 
sticks were found among the passengers’ 
luggages. Those articles were not men- 
-tioned-. in - the—manifest --or—declaration 
furnished by the Captain of the steamer to 
the Custom House. The goods on being 
found were immediately seized, and as 3 
matter of course, a fine of $1053.12, equal 
to four times the amount of duty on those 
articles, wasimposed on the Oaptain, Messrs 
Peele,‘ Hubbell & Co. -the agents of the. 
vessel, very preperly appealed to higher 
authority against this proceeding on the 
part of the Customs’ officials, on the plea 
that the goods found were not among the 
cargo of the ateamer, but formed part of 
the passengers’ luggage, and wore therefore 
beyond his knowledge; but the result of 
the appeal was most unfavourable to the 
old and respectable firm in question, We 
think 1¢ is. very hard for the Captains or: 
Agentaof v«seels to be heldresponsibleforthe 
infraction of tho law, or it might be ignor- 
anos, on the part of one or more of the 
passengers on board their vess-ls, and to 
suffer the penalty of a fine. The'law, we be- 
lieve, was framed‘ to meet the cases when 
fraud, orititention to commit fraud, is oleariy 
proved, and not to be carried to extremes 
in cases of involuntary omission or mistake, 
and even lens when thegé very omissions 
were on the part of the passengers} and the 
Captain or the agents of a vesol 
ought not. to be made reaponsible or 
‘iable in any way, for the fuult, as bas’ 
béen ‘done in the present instance. This 
state of affairs cannot~ continue long, 
add unless better consideration be shown to 
thé partion engsagei in the shipping trado, 
wo shall. scon see 8 marked absence of 
forgign bottoms in the Philippine waters:

GREAT DESTRUCTION OF LIFE 

AND PROPERTY NEAR THE 

YELLOW RIVER. . 
Tai-Non-Fu, capital of Shantung 
Province, North-China. 

‘ Nov. 5th, 1878. 
Having referred, in o previous letter, to 
the alarm caused by the rise of the Yellow 
river, I may partially -entisfy the interest 
thus excited by copying the notes taken on 
a recent..tour of twelve days along the 
banks of this obstreporous and unprofitable 
servant of the Emperor, 

During the first half of the month of 
Octobor I had intended visiting many of 
the country villages in Tsi Yang Hien—a 
district about one hundred li north-east of 
this city, but the severe rain prevented, 
and it was not till October 22nd that E 
could start, and when | did leave home, I 
was told that there was very’ little travol 
in that direction, because the country was 
flooded in many places, requiring long 
detours,-and as people had been drowned. 
in crossing the Yellow river, unless on 
urgent business few came from north of 
the river. By passing some digtance to 
the east, sometimes walking and sometimes 
on- donkeys, | reached a point on the river;* 
120 li from Tei-nan-fu, called fhe Dragon 
Temple. Here I saw that since, July 3rd, 


when I crossed there last, the river had |- 


permanently widened its bed, probably two 
rods on the average. Tho terror of the 


-people for ten or more days and nights-was-|-- 


extreme, Embankments were thrown up 
by the villagers, and watched day and 
night, These embankments, made not 
simply slong the river but around the 
villages and for miles in the interior around 
low lands, must have destroyed thousands 
of acres of fine growing wheat. 

I passed on north of the river after cros- 
sing it, but came back in four days and re- 
turned to Tsi-nan-fu by footpaths and brid!e 
paths as near the river as possible, In one 
yillage three’ houses had been carried-off, 
the river having gradually worn into the 
bank. uutil vessels pass in deep channel 
where the houses once stood, 

Farther on, not to speak of lesser damage 
to the intervening villages, 1 came to Kao- 
kia-kou-t’o, where soventy. out. of ninety 
families wero turned out of home by the 
river eating into the bank and carrying off | 
their houses, The poor people had gone 
to relatives, where they had them, or had 
erected rude hutgin the fields, Three men 
who were on a building ‘were drowned, an 
suddenly the ground from beneath gave 
way to let the river sweep away every 
vestige of that part of the village, What 
will these people do, Zasked, Some have 
saved grain, others oan gather fnel, etc, 
from the fields before the- winter sets in, 
and then they must beg.” : 

On the eastern bank I passed through 
Sao Kon, which -had been a flovrishing 
village of 200 houses immediately on the 
banks of the river. Sixty-four. paces ofa 
street at right angles to the river-had boon 
carried away, while a street parallel with it 
was entirely gone, -T learned in this village 
that in the riso in the 7th month twen 
houses had been carried off, and on the 19 
of the 9th month thirty more,-- Several old 
or sickly men and women had died of fright 
others from ‘bruises,

WRECK OF THE STEAMSHIP 

. . GEORGIA. : 

A letter from-Panama, October 5th, gives 
the following, particulars of the wreck Ay ‘ 
steamship Georgta ‘— ig : 
~ By the arrival of the steamer. Salvador, 
from Central American ports, intelligence 
was received of the wreck of the stéamship 
Georgia, Captain Howard, which sailed from . 
thie port on the morning of the 28th ult. 
The steamer struck’ about midnight, on the 
80th ult, on the coast-at-a point about 
eighteen miles south of Puntarenas, on the 
southeast shore of the Gulf of Nicoya. ‘To 
account for thedisustér, it is supposed that 
the Captain mietook the distance the. ship 
had run, owing to currents and other causes, 
so that on passing Point Herradura, instoad, 
of changing his course, which would then 
be o direct one for the anchorage at Punt-. 
arenas, he ran straight on, and passing 
Jasper and Alcatraz istands on the. one 
hand, and the Negritas island and Sail 
Rook, ran straight‘on the beach where the 
vessel ‘now lies, It is singular that the 
officer of the deck did not recognize Point 
Herradura, which must have been passed at
